J. C. Thomas, of 287 South Boule- 
vard, who told officers that he 
was lured to the woods on South 
Pryor street near Lakew®od by four 
unknown men and slashed two of 
the men -when they attacked him, 
police believe they have the man 
who is responsible for the death of 
Fred G. Thompson, owner of a West 
End vulcanizing concern, whose 
dead body was found early Satur- 
day morning at the place described 
by Thomas, 

Thomas declared that he cut the 
men only in self-defense when they 
held and attacked him with a knife. 
He surrendered in company with 
his attorney, Joe Leavitt, and is 
held under charge of murder. 

Thomas declared that he had cut 


him up at a. secluded place 
fear Lakewood. The man declared 
that he did not know Thompson nor 
any of the other three men. 

The body of the dead man was 
discovered as the result of a mys8- 
térious telephone call by an un- 
known person to H. J. Norton, of 
421 Stewart avenue, a life-long 
friend of the dead man. The un- 
kwWown speaker stated that the body 
of Thompson could be found near 
] -o0d on the South Pryor road. 

Story of Thomas. 

In the story told by Thomas to 
officers at the jail, Thomas stated 
that four wnknown men came to 
his place of business at 280-1-2 De- 
catur strect ~*bere he runs a wie- 
ner stand Friday afternoon and rep- 
resented themselves to be special 
officers working under orders from 
Chief of Polit Beavers. The men 
told Thomas, he leges, that they 
wanted to investig&Mte a bad check 
he had given. Hegsaid that he did 
not remember gigging any check, 
but that he would go with them if 
they were officers. When he got 
into the car, he claims that they 
said th : would have to go out into 
the country to get another man and 
that they drove out the South Pry- 
or road where they stopped and 
made him get out of the car. 

Thomas stated that two of the 
men grabbed him and a third opened 
a knife and approached him. He 
stated he pulled away from the 
men who were holding him and was 
seized from the back by the fourth. 
Thomas claims that he managed 
to pull out his own Knife and when 
he was seized from the rear, slashed 
the man who held him, and wrench- 
ed himself free when the man in 
feont of him attempted to cut him. 
Thomas siashed the second assail- 
ant, he added. 

Met Armed Men.

He had bled to death evidently, in 
a short time.

Board Declines to Act in

Reviewing in detail its reasons 
for granting the raise in gas rates 
to the Georgia Railway and Power 
company on February 10 last, the 
railroad commission of Georgia 
Saturday issued a statement in 
which* it declined to re-open the 
hearing on the decision until in- 
formation warranting such a course 
bhall be laid before it. 

The document issued by the com- 
mission Saturday also called at- 
tention to the harsh attacks which 
have been directed against it since 
the announcement of the rate raise 
granted, The paper said that the 
commission admitted the right of 
the public to criticise its official 
action, but protested against the 
sallies against the ‘members’ per- 
sonal and official integrity. The 
paper also said that some of the 
attacks made were criminally li- 
belous. 

Ne Reply to Attacks. 


that it was not issued in reply to 
the attacks, but was intended to 
“sive the public the salient facts 
and principles of law controlling 
the commission’s action.” 

In the introduction to the state- 
ment issued, the commission called 
attention to the following conclud- 
ing paragraph of the decision ren- 
Hered in favor of the power com- 
pany’s appeal February 10: 

“The above schedules of rates are 
made necessary by present prevail- 
ing costs and quality of gas and oil, 
and cost of labor.

The commission also pointed out 
that it was necessary for the body 
to work without instrumentalities 
of its own and to dig out the truth 
as best it could. Im stating this 
point, Chairman | C. Murphey Can- 
dler. of the commission, said: This 
the writer solemnly asserts he has 
for twelve of the best years of his 
life. honestl® and without favor or 
prejudice, undertaken to do, and al- 
ways with the co-operation of his 
colleagues.” 

The report said, also, that repre- 
sentatives had been made to the 
commission that the commodities 
entering into the manufacture and 
distribution of ‘gas had materially 
fallen in price since the presenta- 
tions of the original cost sheets 
and that the commission had been 
requested to take the rates under 
reconsideration on that score. 

“The rates prescribed in the or- 
der mentioned were,” said the pa- 
per, “in the judgment of a major- 
ity of the commission, required by 
thhe evidence and the law. This 
commission did not make the law. 
It cannot amend it. Its members 
are sworn to observe and obey it. 
Its duty in a rate case is well and 
plainly defined.” The report then 
goes into the citation of the law 
and into the legal definition of a 
just and reasonable rate.

Campbell 
were ordered back to jail to await 
further hearing Thursday, ‘while 
their elder brother, Bennie Wil- 
liams, was given his freedom. 

The Williams children—Marvin, 
aged 14, Florence, 11, and even lit- 
tle six-year-old Jewell—had learned 
not to expect their father’s return, 
but since officials arrested thelr 
mother and brother Mast Thursday 
afternoon, they have been anxiously 
waiting in their death-darkened 
home. 

Bennie came back tonight, but the 
children wanted their mother, too. 
And as she sat alone in her cell 
in the Greene county jail, no more 
vivid picture of the real tragedy of 
the poison casgq which has aroused 
the interest of all Georgia, could 
have been painted. 

Anxious for Trial. 

In years to come, Greensboro will 
remember the commitment trial of 
Saturday. The defendants had been 
demanding trial since the day they 
were arrested. The two justices of 
the peace, W. W. Fisher and J. S&S. 
Calloway, of the district, were ill. 
The judge of the city court refused 
to try the case. Justice S. J. Wil- 
loughby wes drafted from another 
district, but after arriving he re- 
turned home. 

Sheriff Hixsan was determined to 
have the trial and finally Jystices 
R. H. Rhodes and J. A. Reynolds 
were secured. The solicitor general 
then found it would be impossible 
to attend. but this did nat dis- 
courage the sheriff. He employed 
J. J. Faust to represent the state, 
and at 1 o'clock the latter asked to 
be excused. The sheriff, however, 
insisted upon his appearance before 
the court. 

Scene at Trial. 

When Justices of Peace Rhodes 
Reynolds entered the court« 
room. which is over eighty years 
old, at 3 o'clock, it was filled to 
its capacity. with many pepole sit- 
ting on the window seats and peer- 
ing in through the doors.

Berlin, March 412.—Approval of

There was a partisan debate over 
the resolution of approval, which 
was moved by the coalition parties, 
but it was finally adopted by a 
vote of 268 to 49. The national- 
ists-and majority socialists voted 
with the government bloc. 

A communist resolution demand- 
ing the: immediate establishment 
of diplomatic relations with soviet 
Russia was decisively defeated. 

Makes Statement. 

Dr. Simons, the foreign minister, 
in-a-statement, recounted the prog- 
ress of the London conference on 
reparations. He then briefly sug- 
gested the government’s. attitude 
toward future negotiations, if these 
are to be resumed. : 

“The German counter proposals 
were made for political. reasons, 
after we had carefully consulted ca- 
pable experts,” Dr. Simons says.

Chicago, March 12.—After an all-

The telegram, which was signed 
by Armour & Co., said:

“We assume that the justice and 
necessity of wage cuts will not be 
at issue. Nor can there justly be 
an issue on the matter of hours.” 

The American .Unity Welfare 
Labor league,. composed of negro 
packing house employees, announced 
in a statement today that it was 
ready to accept the wage reduc- 
tion and change in hours which 
goes into effect Monday morning. 

Packing house officials said to- 
night that about 40 per cent of their 
employees now are negrocs, many 
having come north to work in the 
plants during the shortage of man- 
power caused by the war.

Complaints that the Employment 
exchange, at various times located 
in the Empire building, the Filat- 
iron building and at 175 Marietta 
street obtained $3 each from large 
numbers of job hunters, but failed 


to get them employment, were re | 


ceived Saturday by the postoffice 
officials, and Inspector N. A. Me- 
Kew is investigating the charges. 


It is claimed that the operators 
of the exchange contracted to get 
employment for job hunters on pay- 
ment of a $3 fee. Thousands of 
dollars had been collected, it is 
said, before the operators left their 
office and vanished. 

George Stewart is sought as the 
principal director of the exchange. 
A stenographer and a man known 
only as Brazil are said also to have 
been connected with the exchange. 
After Stewart disappeared, Brazil 
was questioned by the proprietors 
of the buildin where the office 
was located and he claimed to be 
an employe. Much office furniture 
was removed before the exchange 
Manager departed, and the few desks 
and tables which were left behind 
have been seized to meet the un- 
paid rent bills, it was stated.

States A.,B.& A. Receiver 


“The employees of the A., B. &. A. 
railroad are not being asked to 


' work for barely living wages, but 
the pay of all classes of employees 
after the specified reductions have 
been made are much greater in pro- 
portion to the wages paid in De- 
| cember, 1917, than is the cost of 
living today compared with that 
| period,” says Colonel B. L. Bugg, 
| receiver for the railroad, in a sign- 
ed statement given to The Consti- 
| tution Saturday. 

Colonel Buzge asserts that the ex- 
treme limit to which an employee 
can g0 in paying wages has been 
reached when labor ceases to be 
profitable to the employer. “On the 
other hand,” he says, “a living wage

The purpose of the employment 
of one person by another is gain 
or profit, and when the labor of an- 
other cases to be profitable the em- 
Ployer will cease to employ him. 
This fixes the extreme limit to 
which an employer can go in paying 
wages. On the other hand, a living 
wage is the extreme limit of the 
lowest wage that an employee can 
accept, because if he cannot receive 
a living wage he can no more con- 
tinue to exist than the employer can 
continue his employment at an un- 
profitable wage. It is between these 
two extremes—the limit of an em- 
ployer to pay and the limit ef an 
employee to exist—that all the wage 
controversies in all industries have 
been fought out.

This battle between the employer 
and the employee over the wage 
question within these two extreme

In the controversies now existing 
between employer and employees in 
practically every industry, the issue 
is not whether employees shall have 
a living wage, but whether they 
shall continue to receive, under 
peace conditions the highest wages 
that have ever been known, at least 
in some of these industries, in the 
history of the world. The railroad 
industry is one of these. 

By way of illustration: A loco- 
motive engineer on the Atlanta, 
Birmingham and Atlantic railway 
running between Atlanta and Fitz- 
gerald in the month of January was 
on duty 161 hours and earned 
$300.19. At the rates in effect in 
December, 1917, he would ‘have 
earned $194.47; but at the rates 
which have been made _ effective 
March 1 he would have earned ah f 
$247.33 for the same service. There ay 
is no overtime 4nvolved in this case. i) % 

A conductor on a passenger train , 
running between Birmingham and 
Manchester was on duty 259 hours 
and earned $287.30 in January. At 
the rate in effect in December 1917, 
he would have earned $178 44: but 
under the rate proposed he would 
have earned $232.87. There was only 
45 minutes overtime in this instance. 

It will be remembered that as a 
result of the passage of the Adams 
law local freight trains. which had 
until that time run on the basis of 
a ten-hour day were put on the 
basis of an eight-hour day. In Jan- 
nary a conductor on a loca! freight 
train running between Birmingham 
and Lineville, Ala.. was on duty 
209 hours and efrned $320.30. In 
December, 1917, he would have earn- 
ed $175.04, working the same num- 
ber of hours, notwithstanding the 
Adamson law was then in effect:

“Code Section 2631 requires the 
railroad commissioners tO make for 
each of the corporations subject to 
its jurisdiction “a schedule of just 
and reasonable rates or charges.” 

“Whether wisely or unwisely, 
Code Section 2662 places local util- 
ities, gas and electric light and 
power companjes, by name, under 
the jurisdicti of the railroad 
commission. . 
Just and Reasonable Rates Defined. 

“In Smythe vs. Ames, 159, U. S. 
Reports, the supreme court of the 
United States said “we hold, how- 
ever, that the basis of all calcula- 
tions as to the reasonableness of 
rates, must be the fair valine of the 
property being used for e public 
convenience. And in order to as- 
certain that value the original cost 
of construction, the amount ex- 
pended in permanent improvements, 
the amount and market value of its 
bonds and stock, the present as 
compared with the original cost of 
construction, the probable earning 
capacity of the property under par- 
ticular rates prescribed by statute 
and the sum required to meet op- 
érating expenses, are all matters 
for consideration and are to be 
given such weight as may be just 
and right in each case. ... What 
the company is entitled to ask is a 
fair return upon the value of that 
which it employs for 
convenience. On the other hand, 
what «the public is entitled to de- 
mand is that no more be exacted 
from it. . than the services ren- 
dered by it are reasonably worth.”

down are accepted, as they must 
be, by every court and commission 
in the country.

Why are the ma- 
terial discoveries and inventions so 
readily caught up and advanced 
by the world-at-large, while the 
excellences of the great and good 
men and women have been allowed 
to rémain local or temporary, or 
fearfully retarded in their helpfyl 
influence? 

But you may say that the devel- 
opment of the human family has 
always been slow. True, but is that 
any reason Why it should always 
continue to be slow? Men have been 
slow in utilizing nature’s material 
resources, and yet, during the last 
century, they have come to liféand

eral Frierson said today, despite a 
number of protests, unless the treas- 
ury department should ask for its 
reconsideration. Such a request is 
hot under contemplation, it was said 
later at the treasury. 

Opinions are issued by the depart- 
ment of justice only to the presi- 
dent and members of the cabinet,

Dusseldorf, March 12:—Inability 
of the German security police offi- 
cers to compel privates to salute 
French officers caused General De- 
gwOutte today to order the disarma- 
ment and disbandment of 1,300 se- 
curity police in Dusseldorf and com- 
mand them to leave the city before 
10 o’clock tonight. 

An officer, a member of whose 
squad refused. to salute a French 
major, has been fined three thousand 
marks. General Deguotte and Gen- 
eral Gaucher. commander of the 
French troops in Dusseldorf’, were 
conferring at French headquarters 
today when the German officer ask- 
el to be permitted to apologize, but 
the French generals declined to ac- 
cent the apology. 

Meantime, the recalcitrant private 
stood laughing in the commandant’s 
waiting room. The French major 
had addressed him in German: “You 
must salute me.” The policeman re- 
plied: “I won't,” and did not. 

Officers Apologize. 

A similar incident yesterday was 
seltled by the apology of two offi- 
cers and their promise to enforce 
the saluting of French officers by 
the polite.

NEAR EAST TERMS

Greeks and Turks Told 
Basis of Settlement of 
Trouble, Prepared by Al- 
lied Council. 


London, March 12.—The allied su- 
preme council this afternoon handed 
the Greek and Turkish delegations 
in London the proposals it has for- 
mulated in the near east and out-

The men stars, like Bert Lytell, Charles Ray, William Faver- 
sham and others of large caliber take their work in the studios 
very much more seriously than women stars*of equal prominence 
and popularity, Miss Jewett found. 

After working alongside Dorothy Dickson and Dorothy Dal- 
ton in the same studios where she saw at’close range the work 
of Mae Murray, Elsie Ferguson, Alice Brady, Ethel Clayton,

HD study of directors, or pro- 
ducers, the two titles some- 
times being vested in one per- 
son, has always appealed to me as 
distinctly interesting. So frequently, 
when I have watched a picture in the 
‘making, I have found my eyes revert- 
ing constantly to the man behind the 
megaphone rather than to the actors 
themsélves. Of course, I realize that 
every individual connected even re- 
motely with the production of a mo- 
tion picture has his or her important 
part to play and is worthy of consid- 
eration. But to me, that calm (usu- 
ally) individual with the weight ofthe 
production resting pretty squarely on 
his shoulders fascinates me and I find 
myself deeply interested in his every 
move. 

: Gets the Results. 
Take that undoubted artist in the 


fine art of producing and directing— 
Gecil B. de Mille. He sits on his re- 
volving stool beside the camera and 
watches with hawk-like attention ev- 
ery least movement of his players. As 
the action progresses, his own face re- 
fiects the expressions of each charac- 
ter. He smiles, frowns or grows tense 
with emotion. By a simple movement

of the hand he indicates a cessation or 
gradation of motion. Again, when 
some particularly subtle or difficult bit 
occurs, not ‘only does he go over it 
many timesin rehearsal, but has it 
taken in several ways to insure the 
obtaining of just the proper effect. He 
does not try to tell his actors how to 
act. He presupposes their ability to 
do so. He has likely read the script 
to the assembled cast and each one 
knows in advance the genera] contour 
of the story. But things develop. New 
ideas come up ahd are introduced if 
they seem likely to enhance the dra- 
matic values. These must be tried and 
carefully weighed to be used if good, or 
discarded if found . wanting. Never, 
posit@ely never, till he is thofoughly 
satisfied in ‘his own mind that the 
thing is as near right as it can be 
made, does he call a scene finished. 
His eyes are everywhere, and not a 
rose petal on the set but is taken into 
account. He is exacting in his de- 
mand for perfection in investiture and 
in interpretation. He brooks no lack- 
idasical methods; he abhors anything 
that suggests slipshod work. He is in- 
tolerant of carelessness and as a re- 
sult every member of his staff, every

results. In great movement or in the 
tense domestic. scene, Cecil B. da 
Mille excels. With quiet and re- 
strained action, touches of human in- 
terest that go straight to the heart, 
with beauty as a keynote—William de 
Mille stands supreme, 

/ George Melford, another Paramount 
producer, is pertmps at his best in 
highly dramatic action, in big fight 
scenes, rough hewn and pgwerful char- 
acters cast into the vortex of compell- 
ing action. “The Sea Wolf” is one of 
his productions which seems to possess 
some fine examples of his methods. 
Himself an actor he is invariably 
moved by the action; enters into the 
spirit of the enterprise and works his 
people up to the proper pitch of en- 
thusiasm and realistic feeling by his 
spirit. 

Up From the Ranks. 

Tom Forman, recently graduated 
from the acting ranks, where he gain- 
ed much popularity, has wielded the 
megaphone in several Paramount pic- 
tures. with real skill.

His 
de*tightful personality have made him 
a host of friends among those whe 
have worked with him. wat 
Pilots “Fatty” Arbuckle. 

Joseph Henabery is a humorist, and 
his infectious smile is always in evi- 
dence. Thus it was no surprise for 
me to find him directing Roscoe (Fat- 
ty) Arbuckle at the Lasky studio. Yet 
he fas another side and he gains his 
results by the quiet method also. He 
is—or was—an actor and his experi- 
ence has been long and varied in the 
screen world. 

The Old School Differed. 

Indeed, from my personal observa- 
tions, I have found that the quiet di- 
rector is in the ascendancy—almost to 
the exclusion of the other sort—who 
used to flourish when the films were 
younger. He ranted because, some 
times, he didn’t know what else to da 
He lost his temper when he couldn’t do 
anything else. Anyone may lose his 
temper—it -is almost impossible to 
avoid doing so, I suppose, under the 
strain and with the infinite possibili- 
ties for something going wrong at the 
crucial moment. But the successful— 
or most successful—director recovers 
his equanimity qui : for he realizes 
that inharmony is f to the best re 
sults.—Rose Nolan, 
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OU wouldn’t think, off hand, 
that a plaster shop would be 
one of the essential adjuncts 

to a modern motion picture studio, but 
as a matter of fact it is just that. In- 
deed a tremendous amount of plaster 
work, sculpture, stucco and so on js 
used in the scenic work of a big film 
plant like, let us , the Lasky stu- 
dio in Hollywood. 

Under the direction of J. L. Thomp- 
son, the shop is one of the busiest 
places about the studio. There are 
eight or a dozen men at work there all 
the time and some of the work turned 
out is’ not only highly practical but ex« 
tremely beautiful. For example, 
brick walls are made by the yard 
from molds tn plaster and later paint- 
ed the desired shade. They have every 
appearance of the real thing. 

Statuary Very Important. 

Statuary is one of the most impor- 


tant things and designs are made and 
reproduced with great skill—busts, 
groups, single figures in the full round 
or bas-relief; fountains,  .rottoes, 
friezes, cornice ornamentations, col- 
umns, pillars, 
and one things of especial use in the 
architectural or decorative work in the 
set construction, also play an impor- 
tant part.

plaster shop, came to the work as he 


says, rather unexpectedly. He had. 


been engaged on work at thé two big 
California expositions and accepted 
tentatively an offer at thé studio. He 
expected to stay a week—he has been 
there now two and a half years. Under 
him the department has grown to such 
proportions and such a degree of ex- 
cellence that it is by all odds one of 
the finest of its kind in the whole in- 
dustry. 

He has made it a labor of love and 
his especial pride. When things 
chanced to be dull at one period, he 
started making stock material which 
is now catalogued by pictures and can 
be drawn upon at any time by the art 
director, Wilfred Buckland. 

“Mr. Buckland sends me down a 
small design or study,” said Mr. 
Thompson, “and then he doesn’t worry 


any more about it. We make a clay 
mold and then a plaster cast and the 
thing is on the set ready in quick 
time. r 

“Here is an interesting point,” he 
continued: “In making relief work 
for motion picture purposes, it is 
necessary to have it about 100 per 
cent bolder than that which would be 
used in ordinary decoration. The rea- 
son for this is that the strong lights 
tend to flatten everything and much of 
the artistic éffect would be lost if the 
designs were not in very strong re- 


lief. 
Glue as an Ingredient. 
“The discovery of glue as an ingre- 
dient in mold making has been the 


greatest thing of all in sculpture 
Where in the past the design had to be 
chiseled fromm the solid rock, it is now 
possible by making a clay model and 
then preparing a glue mold, the plas- 
ter cast is eccomplished perfectly. If 
it were to be permanent it would be 
later cast in bronze. But we stop at 
the plaster stage. Ninety-five per cent 
of the total cost goes into the original 
model. After that it is quick and in- 
expensive work to make the casts. 
“Much of our work is done right in 
the shop—designs and all, but quite 
frequently the latter come from Mr. 
Buckland or a special designer, such

bleached hair, is one of the almost 
unheard of things in the movies. 
Leatrice Joy is one—perhaps' the 
only one. At least Reginald Barker, 
Goldwyn director, said so when he 
selected his cast for “Bunty Pulls 
the Strings,” and insisted that Miss 
Joy play “Bunty,” because she was 
that rare thing, a natural, unspoil- 
ed fresh young gir] in her teens.

Frank X. Finnegan 
Star Title Writer, 
Discusses His Art 


“Please Don't!” 

“You cannot expect to write titles 
for motion pictures right off hand, 
no matter how proficient you might 
have been in any other line of en- 
deavor.”’ i 

These are words of Frank X. 
Finnegan, title expert at the Fa- 
mous Players-Lasky studio in Hol- 
lywood, who begs ambitious young 
writers not to think that they can 
write effective titles without first 
carefully gg 3 the technique of 
the screen and the likes and dis- 


‘likes of the motion picture public. 

“Just because you have a great 
deal of ability for thinking up 
‘snappy’ phrases and terse and tell- 
ing lines. DON’T think that you 
can become a motion picture title 
writer without special prepara- 
tion.” Mr. Finnegan went on to say. 
“There are sO many, Many authors 
who have met with succes in short 
story and other forms of writing 
who figure that they can sit down 
before dinner and write a better 
set of titles than the one’s they 
have just seen on the screen that 
afternoon. I was that way once, 
but I have had my eyes opened, for 
there is no profession in the world 
that requires more exacting tech; 
nique. 

“First of all you must have the 
PUNCH in all of your titles. So 
few feet are allowed for titles that 
it Is not only essential to convey 
a concise idea to your public but 
it is. also imperative to weap a 
PUN€¢H that will stick in the minds 
of an audience, whether it is in- 
tended to draw a laugh, a smile, or 
a tear. 

“Time and time agin I have ‘sat 
in’ with Mr. Frank LL. Woods, su- 
pervising director, scenario writers 
and directors, while we argued 
over a title until each of us were in 
a limp condition, mentallly and 
co Agent But we got the title— 
that was the main thing. 

“There is no way under the sun 
to become a title writer except to 
study the work in the studio. There 
aré a thousand things that enter 
into the profession of which the 
average author would never dream. 
All his knowledge of writing for 
the printed page, while immensely 
valuable, would be insufficient. He 
must learn—and while learning he 
has more right to expect that his 
first work will be acceptable than 
he had when he wrote his first 
short story or novel. He uses in 
pictures the same tools but a dif- 
ferent corner of his brain, when 
writing titles for photoplays.”

T0 BE FELT BY NEW 


SESSION OF SENATE 


Predictidn Made by Mel- 
lett That Special Session 

_Become Memorable If 
Colombian Treaty Is 
Considered. 


HARDING FAVORS 
EARLY RATIFICATION 


‘ 

Senator Borah Will Lead 
Opposition to Adoption 
of Measure, Although 
Language Has Been 
Changed.

Washington, March,12.—The shade 

of T. R., the shadowy presence of 
Woodrow Wilson and the active par- 
ticipation of President Harding will 
combine to make the special session 
of the senate, now under way, a 
memorable one before it ends—un- 
less {t ends without taking up the 
Colombian treaty. Harding {is un- 
derstood to desire that this trou- 
ble-making treaty shall be taken up 
and disposed of. Many senators are: 
unwilling and one of them is Sena- 
tor Lodge, not only floor leader, but 
chairman of the foreign relations 
committee. 

Harding, desirous of pleasant re- 
lations with all of Latin-America, is 
now said to favor the ratification 
of the treaty. As last amended it 
contains no suggestion of apology 
for Roosevelt’s act and this fact is 
expected to make it less repugnant 
to the Roosevelt followers in- the 
senate. Furthermore, Colombia has 
enacted legislation protecting Amer- 
ican business interests, particularly 
oil interests, in a more satisfactory 
manner. Pressure from these oil 
interests, who have friendship form- 
ed by British interests in that quar- 
ter of the continent to offset, has 
become strong. 

Further Significance. 


The adjustment of this dispute 
with Colombia may have a further 
significance. The Harding admin- 
istration is expected to show a “firm 
hand” in its dealings with Mexico, 
sooner or later. Before that point 
is reached it is desired that every 
possible cause for distrust on the 
part of other Latin-American coun- 
tries shall be eliminated, The case 
of Colombia has been a positive 
cause for uneasiness south of the 
Gulf of Mexico. Every friendly ges- 
ture by the American government 
has lost something of its force by 
reason of the alleged unfairness to 
the little central American govern- 
ment. Even Wilson’s patience with 
Mexico failed to allay fear of the 
powerful North American republic. 

One group that is expected to re- 
sist payment to Colombia to the 
last is that headed by, Borah. The 
modification of the language of the 
treaty has not made it any more ac- 
ceptable to him... As for Senator 
Lodge, there is little réason to be- 
lieve- that he will take any more 
pleasure in assisting the Wilson 
yepudiation of Roosevelt act now 
than he would have taken during 
the term of Wilson as president. 

Strong Objections. 

_ For the latter reasons, strong ob- 
jections can be forecast to a con- 
tinuance of the present session aft- 
er the confirmations and the most 
nominal] other .business has been 
disposed of. There are a number 
of minor treaties, none subject to 
serious debate, that can be ratified 
y. But beyond that there wil] 
be a fight. The senators can plead 
the need of -rest with very good 
justification. A special session of 
the entire congress is due within a 
short time—it may come as early 
as March 14, it is feared—and some 
of the senators have business inter- 
ests calling them home for the brief 
space between the two sessions. If 
the Colombian treaty is taken up, it 
means good-by to all hope of a rest 
ad interim, since jt undoubtedly will 
take some weeks to dispose of it.

John F. Purser, of the Baptist 
voard, has already~been completed. 

Committees on finance, publicity, 
ind preparatory prayer services 
1ave been appointed and actively 
mgaged in their work for the past 
‘en days. \ 

Committees Are Named. 

Each @hurch /jhas its individual! 
tothmittees making preparations and 
the ministerial association, church 
council and church co-operation 
‘committee have all indorsed the 
movement, The official program has 
not yet been completed, but a num- 
ber of prominent evangelists and 
distinguished men will be present 
to take part in the services to be 
held separately and independently 
in each church, according to Dr. 
Flinn. 

“We feel that the ‘backwater’ ef- 
fects of the war are being felt in 
Atlanta, just as in other cities, and 
we believe by a united and concen- 
trated evangelical campaign we can 
do much to better the. citizens,” 
said Dr. Flinn.

“Judge Hillyer is older, but the 
Judge isn’t in aative practice now, 
while I come pretty close to prac- 
ticing law three hundred and sixty- 
five days in the year. 

“I graduated with the degree of 
LL. B. from the University of Vir- 
ginia in Jane 1871 and was admit- 
ted to the bar at Newnan, Cowetta 
county the following September, 
I believe it was the ninth, and I’ve 
been in harnéss ever since. 

“It wasn't until 1889 that I moy- 
ed to Atlanta to practice, but in the 
meantime I had an intimate connec- 


tion with the Atlanta bar and tried 
a mumber of cases here. It was 
through my instrumentality that 
Atlanta gained one of her’ most 
brilliant barristers. While I was 
still practicing in Coweta, I was 
called into a case at Fairburn in 
Campbell county. 

“There I met a big, strapping 
young fellow who had just been ad- 
mitted to the bar. His name was 
Luther Rosser. He had a license 
to practice and nothing much else 
then. However, he was in partner- 
Ship with the late lamented Judge 
L. Roan and I suggested to 
Roan and Rosser tnat they allow 
the young fellow to open a branch 
office in Atlanta, 

Would Pay in Long Run. 

“Judge Roan was a man of means 
then and I told them that if Ros- 
ser couldn’t make a living at first, 
Roan could keep the pot boiling, 
and it would pay them in the long 
run, for 1 saw the future of At- 
lanta. 

“Rosser came along and went ‘into 
the office of Jim Anderson, a bril- 
liant attorney of that time. Soon 
after he came here he Was follow, 
ed by Charlie Hopkins and Eugene 
Black. 

“Alex King’ and Jack Spalding 
have ‘been leaders of the bar ever 
since I can remember, but I think 
that the firm of Dorsey, Brewster 
& Howell is older by several years, 
for when I came here Alex and 
Jack were juniors in the firm of 
Calhoun, King & Spalding, Pat Cal- 
houn being the senior member of 
the firm. 

“Immediately on moving to At- 
lanta I forme@g a partnership with 
the late Judge R. T. Dorsey and 
we took in Albert Howell. who was 
just out of college. The firm name 
has never changed since, though it 
has been added to. 

“Hugh Dorsey and Albert Hey- 
man were young lawyers with our 
firm, but it was several years be- 
fore they were admitted into the 
partnership, hut the present gov- 
ernor was with us when his father 
died and we never changed the old 


.firm name.” 


Grows Reminiscent. 


Colonel Brewster grew reminis- 
cent. “Our bar has produced some 
great names,” he said, “but it is 
peculiar that the two best known 
members of the Atlanta bar never 
did much as lawyers here. Wood- 
row Wilson couldn’t make a liv- 
ing practicing law in Atlanta, and 
though General John B. Gordon was 
always listed as a member of the 
Atlanta bar, I don’t recall that I 
ever knew of his doing one single 
bit of practice. 

“Looking back, though, I can re- 
call Justice Lamar, of the United 
Supreme court; Hoke Smith, the late 
N. J. Hammond, John L. Hopkins 
and any number of attorneys who 
would have been ornaments to any 
bar. 
“Verily, the old order changeth 
and this is particularly true of the 
class of men now practicing com- 
pared with the giants of the old 
days. 

ean remember when the deci- 
sions of our southern courts were 
looked on with reverence by the 
law authorities. They were writ- 
ten by scholarly men, learned in 
the law. But we have no such de- 
cisions now, and it’s a compara- 
tive rarity that one of our pres- 
ent-day decisions are quoted. 


Men of Expediency. 


“The trouble is that our lawyers 
of today are men of expediency. 
They want to know just enough 
surface law to enable them to try 
cases and. get business. They make 
no effort to know either the funda- 
mentals of the laws or the necessi- 
ty for them. Our old-timers were 
well grounded and profound, but 
undoubtedly the standard of the 
modern, requirement is not the 


same. 

But though Colonel Brewster 
glories in the past, his mind and 
activities are very much in the pres- 
ent.

“Is the law made for the protec- 
tion of thieves or honest men?” 
This question is being seriously 
asked by sane and conservative 
citizens today. The profoundly dis- 
turbing fact is that our people are 
rapidly losing confidence in the 
administration of our laws against 
crime. And it certainly looks as if 
there is the corrolary that crooks 
are doing business in apparent con- 
fidence that the legal authority will 
take care of them. A correct an- 
swer to this question is vital to our 
civilization. Is there any just 
ground for this poisonous guspic- 
On, 

It was a terrible shock to our 
sense of safety when we learned 
that for two years or more a well 
organized gang of crooks had been 
carrying on a systematic business 
in the very center of our commer- 
cia] life. Offices were rented in our 
best buildings, wire connections 
make a serious effort to convict 
ience and facility which is afforded 
to legitimate business was used to 
defraud men in a variety of ways 
unknown to the world of honesty. 

It is impossible to believe that 
the presence of these men in our 
city was not known to some of our 
authorities. Occasional raids on 
gambling places were made, ar- 
rests and bonds followed, and there 
it would end. Protésts from time 
to time were made by the victims, 
but not until the nefarious busi- 
ness had been going on for years 
did anyone wake “ sufficiently to 
make a serious effor -tto convict 
the criminals and put an end to our 
disgrace. 

Now the vital question which is 
seriously disturbing our people is 
not that a number of victims, led 
by an inordinate greed to defraud 
others, were themselves robbed. But 
the real question which § forces 
itself to the front Is, have any of 
our legal officers, sworn to enforce 
the law, been giving protection to 
these criminals? 

To this must be added the story 
of the notorious and unafraid traf- 
fic in illegal whisky. Who has not 
heard the countless charges rife in 
the community of officers of the 
law being particeps criminis in this 
lawless business? Indeed some of 
them have been tried and convicted. 

The City Hall Force. 

With this situation, which I have 
merely suggested, as a psychic 
background in the thought of the 
people, we came to the election of 
police commissioners. The scene en- 
acted at the city hall Monday eve- 
ning was too startlingly shocking 
to the very existence of democracy 
to be — over without the most 
careful diagnosis, The facts are 
clearly recorded and agreed to by 
all parties concerned, Mr. Barrett 


and Mr. Maddox each received 16 
votes for the office of police com- 
missioner. By an unexplained er- 
ror the clerk declared that Mr. 
Maddox had received 18 votes and 
Mr. Barrett 14. But the clerk de- 
clared what was not true. This was 
proven and accepted by everyone 
a very few moments after an ex- 
amination of the vote. I mean ac- 
cepted by everyone except Mr. Mad- 
dox. He did not wait for an ex- 
amination of the ballot, but went 
immediately to the mayor and was 
sworn into the office. 

Now the dangerous significant 
fact in this story is not that by a 
technical error a man who was not 
elected was sworn into office. it is 
the fact that the man who thus 
wrongly secured the office was 
willing to take advantage of this 
technical error and do a palpable 
injustice, not simply to Mr. Bar- 
rett, but to the people of Atilanta.

Maddox expressed any horror when. 


they discovered this terrible wrong. 
Technique ws. Morality. 

I am not interested for the mo- 

ment in the technique of this ques- 

tion. I am perfectly willing to 


‘grant that the error was uninten- 


tional, that Mr. Maddox was sworn 
in and Mayor Key swore him in, 
both in good faith. Not being a 
legal expert, I will grant, for the 
sake of argument, that after this 
was done Mr. Maddox was legally 
a police commissioner. But after 
Mr. Maddox did discover that his 
election had been secured by an 
unintentional false count, he in- 
sisted upon retaining the office de- 
spite that knowledge. Thus what 
had been unintentional wrong, Mr. 
Maddox deliberately made by his 
own choice, an intentional wrong. 
It is never pleasant to deal in 
personalities. If Mr. Maddox as an 
individual was the only one in- 
volved in this matter I should cer- 
tainly be relieved from the dis- 
agreeable task of makin 
analysis. But sixteen men Pa the 
city council did vote for Mr. Mad- 
dox, and these sixteen men must 
represent the sentiment of others 
in Our community. A grand jury 
composed of our most representa- 
tive citizens, with a solemn sense 
of officlal obligation, after a most 
careful and intelligent invesiiga- 
tion of our community situation, 
earnestly urged that Mr. Maddox be 
not re-elected a police commis- 
sioner.

There is easy beauty, says that 
authoritative speaker, Mr. Bernard 
Bosanquet, and there is also diffi- 
cult beauty, and the difficulties of 
difficult beauty are three—intri- 
cacy, tension and width. The first 
two of these three have made 
Henry James caviar to most of the 
compulsorily educated and the first 
and the third are in train to pre- 
vent Mr. Cabell’s becoming what 
the trade, one understands, delici- 
ously knows as “marketable mer- 
chandise.” For in “Figures of 
Earth” he seems definitely to have 


pitched his tent in that inaccessible 
land of learning and symbolism 
into which “Jurgen” first led him, 
a land reached by so stormy a path 
that even the hope of some width 
may not tempt the many, too many, 
very far along it. But if one has 
only the curiosity, it is the most 
amusing thing in the world to pick 
up those stones and sometimes to 
find what is hidden under them. 
For it is hardly probable that 
there lives any mortal except Sir 
Frazer who could run and 
read “Figures of Earth,” who 
would casually recognize all of the 
ten gods of the Greeks and of the 
barbarians—Vishnu, Thor, Yama, 
Apollo (7), Fro, Amon, Siva, Tlaloc, 
Bes and Opochtli-Huitzilopochtli, all 
first-class oe men, are our 
guess—to who Manuel Pigten- 
der was indebted for his county 
of Poictesme and for his new style 
of Manuel the Redeemer—unfor- 
tunately they can’t be verified like 
an example in long division—or the 


‘serpents of Miramon Liaugor or the 


Apsarasas, or who could be quite 
certain just when Mr. Cabell was 
pulling our legs, or rather when he 
Was putting us up to pulling our 
own. For when one has, with the 
aid of half a dozen learned treaties 
On the mythology of the Aryans, 
triumphantly discovered some of 
these myths and heroes every child 
should know, they have of course a 
symbolical meaning, and for that 
one is obliged to fall back upon 
one’s own unaided brain, so that the 
resuhk is Faye rather mortify- 
ing. But the simplest can have that 
Pleasant glow of conscious intelli- 
gence when the eagle screams.

Latin in the other, he may discover 
in those impressive three lines of 
Latin our ancient friend, the un- 
scientific old woman who lived in a 
shoe.

When the members of congress as- 
semble in extra session on April 4, 
or April 11, they will find their 
desks burdened with requests for 
repeal of the so-called objection- 
able taxes. 

Most urgent of all will be the 
fight, by the people, against the 
existing transportation taxes. 

With the high cost of travel, ir- 
respective of the taxes, preventing 
thousands of people from traveling, 
who otherwise would do so, this 
agitation will be joined-in by com- 


mercial organizations, wholesale 
and retail merchants, and business 
interests generally, for it is a nota- 
ble fact that the jobbing markets 
vf the country are feeling more 
keenly the falling off in merchant 


| travel than any other one feature in 


their business; and the almost pro 
hibitive costs of travel are in a 
large measure responsible. But— 

If the transportation taxes are 
repealed it will meaman estimated 
loss of $282,000,000, differentiated as 


follows $156,000,000 from the 3 
per cent freight taxes, $120,000,000 
from the 8 per cent passenger taxes 
and $6,000,000 from the 8 per cent 
tax on seats, berths, staterooms and 
So on. 

The repeal of the excess profits 
tax will mean an estimated loss, 
even in these reconstruction times, 
of $450,000,000, and the proposed 
reduction in surtaxes will mean = 
oO 
from $100,000,000 to $200,000,000, ac- 
cording to the maximum that may 
be decided upon. 

Repeal of the taxes on fountain 
drinks will mean an estimated loss 
of $40,000,000— 

And all of this amounts to around 
a billion dollars a year, which Is 
more than congress appropriated for 
all purposes, just a few short years 
ago. 

The question that will turn the 
hairs of the republican congress- 
men grey is what to do to make 
good the campaign promises of 
“objectionable tax” repeals, and by 
the same token provide money to 
meet fhe expenses of government. 

It is a serious problem.

Now let’s léok at some of 
proposed remedies— 

Longworth, of Ohio, for instance, 
introduced a tax bill in the €€th 
congress, repealing all of the items 
I mentioned. 

When asked how he would make 
the losses good he estimated a 
new tariff bill, fashioned upon the 


republican doctrine of “protection” 
would provide $450,000,000. of 
course, he djdn’t concede that the 
great consuming masses, those least 
able to pay, would have to pay this 
$450,000,000 by reason of increased 
costs of the necessary commodities 
of life. 

Mr. Longworth also estimated 
that $500,000,000 could be raised by 
a 5 per cent additional tax upon 
corporation earnings, this plus the 
10 per cent normal tax, and by the 
elimination of the $2,000 exemption 
on corporation earnings. 

It jis not. very probable, judging 
the republican make-up as I cb- 
serve it, that the latter suggestion 
will bé very seriously considered by 
this corporation-controlled con- 
gress. 

Then comes along Mr. Good, of 
Iowa, chairman of the house appro- 
priations committee, who thinks 
along a different channél. He wants 
to find some way to retire the 
floating debt, and cut off objec- 
tionable taxes as the expenses are 
thus reduced—that is, not to fool 
the country by substituting ° objec- 
tionable” for “objectionable,” or the 
idea of a “tweedle-dae tweedle- 
dum” proposition. 

There is a great deal of sound 
sense in that. 

Dr. Thomas S. Adams, chairman 
of the advisory tax board of the 
treasury, believes it will be neces- 
sary to combine the sales or con- 
mem ath taxes in spite of every- 
thing, and a great many republican 
leaders who are not disturbed about 
campaign promises feel the same 
way, except there is a story current 
running for a visible sales tax, in- 
stead of an invisible one, which 
puts a premium on dishonesty on 
the part of the dealer, for which 
the consumer must pay. 

Otto Kahn, the New York banker, 


avors a tax on all gross sales or 
tap he Bg and is receiving strong 
endorsements of his plan. 

On the whole it {is one of the 
roughest roads that the 67th mere 

ss has to travel—this tax revis- 
fom road—with as many different 
interests pulling at the coat tails 
of the congressmen as there are 
diverging interests in America.

The Strange Gods. 

As to Mr. Bosanquet'’s width, 
which is what the vulgar ordinarily 
call breadth, and something more— 
the Falstaffian, the Rabelaisian, 
the Aristophanic, the Milesian—it 
has supplied al] the critics who 
have expressed themselves thus 
early with enough material for a 
paragraph or two, and a long quota- 
tion could then round off some- 
thing that might pass for a review 
of the most important book that 
will be published in America this 
year. It has always seemed that 
the most useful thing a musical 


critic could do was to reveal the 
names of those unfamiliar encores, 
but the ten strange gods are ac- 
cepted as mere familiar friends, re- 
quiring no comment. Jurgen and 
l’affaire Jurgen have inevitably left 
their mark: “With Jurgen; all of 
the physical and mental man is 
rendered as a matter of course; 
whereas in dealin with Manuel 
there is, always, I believe, a certain 
perceptible and strange, if not In- 
explicable, aloofness.” But, quite 
apart from this relatively unimpor- 
tant change, there is a weariness in 
“Figures of Earth,” a lost illusion 
or two the more—‘There is no hour 
in my life but I 5° armored in re- 
serve and in small lies, and in my 
armor I am lonely. Freydis, you 
protest deep love for this well-arm- 
ored Manuel, but what wisdom wil! 
reveal to you, or to me either, just 
what is Manuel? Oh, but I am puz- 
zied by the impermanence and the 
loneliness and the impotence of this 
Manuel!” 

Manuel had lived a month of 
years with Misery to bring back 
from paradise the love he had 


sacrificed—“it is always possible, 
at a paid price, to obtain whatever 
one desires.... But I must tell you 
the price also, and it is that with 
the achieving of each desire you 
will perceive its worth.” And go, 
having sacrificed his youth for his 
dear ship, who became merely “the 
archetype and flawless model of all 
wives,” it is small cause for wonder 
that Manuel did not desire Grand- 
father Death to go alone from 
Storisende, and that “Les Gestes de 
Manuel” is not so gay a chronicle 
as “La Haulte Histoire de Jurgen.” 
There is a touch of that weariness 
that has “thought itself weary;” 
perhaps there is too much room at 
the very summit—the Leonardos 
have always been lonely in this 
world. | 
For “Figures of Farth” does not 
quite pass understanding; it is a 
very beautiful and a very tragic 


book, and it leaves rather more 
than intact one’s high regard for 
the auctorial virtues of its author, 
“distinction and clarity, beauty and 
Symmetry, tenderness and truth and 
urbanity.” And cleverness and gal- 
lantry: “ ‘Ihave always thought that 
dare was a quaint word,’ says Man- 
uel, with the lordly swagger which 
he kept for company.”

Washington, March 12.—Writing at the moment when the occu- 
‘Pation of Germany has not yet taken on a definite aspect, it is obvi- 
ously impossible for me to discuss the immediate consequences of 
Pthe allies action. But the immediate maneuver is after all of rela- 
't vely small importance; what counts is that we have seen disclosed 
he strategy by which Germany~hopes in the next three decades to 


hescape from the consequences of 


defeat and transform that defeat 


into a decisive triumph, or at the least into the foundation for a later 


‘triumph. 


From the moment of the armistice to the present hour Germapy 
yhas been engaged in a stupendous propaganda maneuver, an oper- 
ation on two fronts—that at home and that abroad. The purpose of 
‘the maneuver at home has been to establish the following points: 


Deny Responsibility. 

5 Germany was not guilty of 
precipitating, much less planning 
the world war. Her statesmen were 
stupid enough to allow her to seem 
guilty. but in reality she was an 
innocent victim. 

_ 2. Germany was not defeated in 
‘the field. Her victorious armies re- 
tired to German soil after her 
‘ptatesmen had been tricked by Mr. 
Wilson’s peace proposals and her 


Tadicals at home had betrayed their 
‘country by the revolution. 

3. Germany is not bound by the 
terms signed in Paris and embodied 
in the treaty of Versailles, because 
she was innocent, because she was 
mot defeated and because her sizg- 

ature was extorted under threat 
of military forge. 

Now this is the fashion in which 
"tthe home front has been restored 
and consolidated since 1918, that is, 
ince the armistice of Rethondes, The 
German people have been steadily 
taught that they were the victims 
of conditions manufactured by their 
enemies at the moment when the 
War brake, thatthey werethe dupes 
of Wilson in November, 1918, and 
tiiat Versailles was “a peace of 
Wiolence,” without legal or moral 
force, as a consequence. Thus a 
united German public’has been cre- 
Rated to evade all the terms of the 
treaty. 
On Enemy Front. 

So much for the manipulation on 
‘the home front. As to the enemy 
front has been, of 
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course, quite different. At bottom 
the Germans have based all their 
operations ontwoclear conceptions: 

1. The economic solidarity of the 
world js indisputable. A _ ruined 
Germany must affect the whole in- 
dustrial situation of the world both 
from the economic and the politica: 
sides, from the economic, because 
Germany is a great market for foz- 
eign countriés, from the political, 
because there is always the peril of 
bolshevism. : 

2. The Anglo-French-American 
association which won the war is 
by no means a natural alliance an1 
cannot be expected to endure in 


peace time. Great Britain and the 
United States have enormous in- 
terest in preserving the German 
market for their own products and 
raw materials. France, with no 
such interest, is bound to seek to 
reduce German strength and thus 
to encounter nglo-American op- 
position. But the Anglo-American 
association is no more to be re- 
garded as permanent than the 
Anglo-French. 
Hope of Germany. 

It follows, then, that all German 
foreign policy since the moment of 
the armistice has been directed tvu- 
ward two things: toward establish- 
ing the importance for the British 
and American exporters of the Ger- 
man market and their interest in 
preserving it, and toward separat- 
ing France from Great Britain and 
the United States and Great Britain 
from the United States. On the tsuc- 
cess of this strategy ultimately 


rests the hope of German escape 
from the consequences of her mili- 
tary defeat. 


Now .looking back over more than 
two years the whole German opera» 
thon is spread before the thought- 
ful observer. Germany, has_ played 


the commercial game with consum- 
mate skill. She_has found in foreign 
economists and bankers, in those of 
the Keynes school and of other 
schools, precious allies. She has 
roused the apprehension of British 
and American producers over the 
perils alike of the degeneration of 
the German market following two 
onerous exactions. and the dangers 
of paralysis in their own home 
markets due to an over-stimu.a- 
tion of German industries to pay 
German indemnities. 
Tempts the French. 

At the same time she has carried 
On with respect of France a cam- 
paign of exasperation, designed to 
tempt the French into extreine 


American sentiments and thus 
separate the allies, She has stead:- 
ly refused to meet the disarmament 
terms, so far as they affect land 
conditions—that is French interests 
—while making no protest to com- 
plete compliance with the naval 
conditions which affect the British. 
Last summer her policy moved the 
French to the oceupation of Fran*- 
fort without British approval and 
therefore put a sudden and danger- 
— strain on Anglo-French rela- 
ons.

| Confident that this campaign had 
rreached a satisfactory point, 
Germans came to London 


other day prepared to resist 
allied terms, framed at Paris. 
fore the German representatives 
left Berlin a campaign had been 
carried on in the domestic press 
and in the reichstag designed at 
one time to fire the Germans and 
to frighten the enemy, to give the 
impression that Germany was 
united, determined, ready to risk 
a new war rather than yield to the 
terms which had been published in 
advance as the minimum of allied 
requirements. 
As it turned out, the London 
operation proved as complete a 
failure as the submarine venture of 
_the war, itself, or the hope that the 
allies would not start a new invars 
sion. The Germans have reasoned 
with correctness that the British 
public was eager to avoid new 
military ventures and new eco- 
nomic disturbances, but they had 
underestimated the re ey to which 
the Brtish public still held er- 
many responsible for the war and 
ignored the fact that it was un- 
willing in the last analysis to let 
Germany put the burden on her 
.victims. A reasonable proposal, an 
apparent willingness to meet pos- 
sible requirements, would have 
placed a heavy strain upon the 
Anglo-French relations because the 
British ministry could hardly have 
faced its own public, after refusal, 
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cent t, above ail counting upon 
the fact that the United States has 
become a great creditor nation and 
the tneVitable rival of Great Britain | 
in the world of trade and commerce, 
the*German hopes, by clever propa- 
ganda, by constant appeal to Amer- 
ican self-interest, to American 
credulity, to the Anglophobia in 
certain quarters, to bring us step 
by step to the point where America 
will intervene in Europe on behalf 
of Germany to save our markets, 
to extend our influence, to block 
our British rivals. The German’s 
game is all here. He may not be 
able to separate France from Brit- 
ain, he has just suffered a signal 
defeat in this quarter, but even this 
defeat may turn out a victory, if 
the drawing together of Britain 
and France leads to an American 
counter - offensive... To play us 
against the British since we remain 
the great, rich nation, this is the 
German design now and henceforth. 

And it is essential for Americans 
to perceive that, in any case, we are 
only at the first stage of the cam- 
paign. ‘At the moment there is 
discussion as to whether Germany 
shall pay up in thirty years or in 
forty-two. But in either case one 
must see that for decades Germany 
will still be seeking, striving, plan- 
ning and maneuvering to escape 
y payment.’

Recurring Crisis. 

For thirty years, then, at the 
least, we are to have these ever- 
recurring crisis. Foe thirty years, 
with all the changing conditions of 
political and economic life, Ger- 
many will remain outside the circle 
of nations, even remotely content 
with their position. During all this 
time her policy will be concentrated 
on the effort to turn nation against 
nation, to stimulate international 
discord. Granted that during all 
this time she remains powerless to 


while no French ministry could 
have survived substantial conces- 


sions. 
Misjudge Situation. 
Happily for the world,-the Ger- 
mans misjudged their situation. 
Before their spokesman, Dr. Si- 
mons, came to London, he had 
toured Germany, using language at 
once defiant and inflammatory. 
When he came to London he re- 
iterated the substance of his pre- 
vious speeches on the home front 
and gave to Lloyd-George that 
opening for response which the 
agile Welshman seized _ skilfully 
and used to consolidate his own 
home front. Instead of dividing 
British public opinion, therefore, 
the Germans once more, as 8o often 
in the war, deprived those most 
kindly inclined toward them of a 
single leg to stand on. 
led 


German strategy, therefore, 
to the prompt advance of allied 
troops into the Rhineland. Lloyd- 
George, who favored moderation 
steadily for many months and 
drew down upon himself endless 
criticism in France, saw himself 
suddenly disclosed as .the dupe of 
Germany. What he had urged, 
namely that Germany was in a 
reasonable mood, that she 
striving to meet the new 
tions honorably, that the war had 
fehanged her temper and her pur- 
pose, was demonstrated in a few 
brief minutes to have been as 
completely inexact as the argu- 
ments.of other British statesmen, 
before the war, that Germany had 
no hostile purpose in view. Once 
more, at a critical moment, the 
French estimate of the German was 
demonstrated to have been mathe- 
matically and psychologically ex- 


act, 
Efforts Collapsed, 
In this situation, nothing was 


left for Lloyd-George, but to re- 
turn to the French side. All his 
efforts, all the efforts of English 
policy for more than a year, fell | 
to the ground. Lloyd-George him- 
self was in just such a position as 
Mr. Wilson found himself in, when, 
in February, 1917, the Germans 
suddenly declared their unlimite@ 
submarine warfare, thus giving the 
lie to all their previous pledges 
and all of Mr. Wilson's earlier as- 
sertions. In a word, German strat- 


egy in London led to swift and 
complete disaster. 


Whether Germany now grudg- 
ingly makes concessions under the 


whip of occupatign, German policy 
and German purpose will, for 
man years to come, follow the 
lines which have been disclosed at 
London ard in the events which 
preceded London, 

Fails to Separate Allies. 

Germany has failed to separate 
France and Great Britain. In re- 
ality she has thrown them more 
closel together than they have 
been Bea the hour of the armi- 
stice.. But the fact remains that 
British and French interests, are 
still divergent. The German is 
wholly sound in calculating that 
while France, mainly an agricul- 
tural state, with only a modérate 
industrial life and a restricted ex- 
port trade, is little .affected by 
German economic paralysis, the Op- 
positeyis the case with Great Brit- 
ain, whose present crisis of unem#? 
ployment is due in some degree to 
the closing of the German market 
and to those other central Euro- 
pean markets in which the Ger- 
gnan played the part of a middle- 
man, 

If the British have been momen- 
tarily disgusted with the German 
tactics, if they now support Lloyd- 
George in an effort -to compel Ger- 
man submission, the major fact re- 
mains the same, that the present 
invasion will prove an expensive 
luxury for the British. It will 
prove expensive because it will 
automatically reduce the value of 
the German market, and, if as is 
possible, there be domestic disor- 
ders in Germany, the loss to the 
British will be still greater. 

Political Unrest. 

Behind this question of trade lies 
the larger problem of political un- 
rest. The whole of middle Europe, 


as I have so often pointed out in 
these articles, is in a state of un- 
stable equilibrium. I do not be- 
lieve the German propaganda ar- 
guments about Germany “going 
bolshevist” have much basis in fact, , 
but it is true that these arguments 
have obtained measurable credence 
in Great Britain, and will, in the 
end, exercise a restraining gmflu- 
ence. 

Moreover, there remaing the ques- 
tion of the United States. So far 
the German has totally failed in 
obtaining the support which he ex- 
pected from the British, thanks to 
his own stupidity. He has miscal- 
culated the British temper, quite as 
completely as he misjudged it in 
July, 1914. But he has still a fond 
hope, a hope which has a tremen- 
dous value in his own mind, of en- 
listing American aid. Indeed, the

Has Already Viclated. . 

One, single detail will serve to in- 
dicate the extent of world unrest 
that we seem in for guring the next 
generation. Under the terms of the 
treaty of Versailles allied troops 
are to occupy German territory for 
fifteen years—provided the terms 
of the treaty are fulfilled—and are 
then to be withdrawn. But Ger- 
many has already violated many of 
the terms, beyond all debate or dis- 
cussion. Henceforth the _ allied 
troops may, a8 a consequence, re- 
main on the Rhine indefinitely. And 
given the present and the certain 
future spirit of Germany, French 
troops will stay on the Rhine, un- 
less, perchance, they advance to the 
Elbe or the Spree. 

But this means a prolongation of 
some, if not all, of the conditions 
of war. It means interruptions to 
the flow of'trade and commerce. itt 
means a never hidden threat of re- 
sort to military weapons, if Ger- 
man policy continues to invite wili- 
tary’intervention by deliberate and 
calculated evasion of the terms of 
the treaty of peace. We are only a 
little more than a year away from 
the time when the treaty of Ver- 
sailles became effective and already 
we have had two allied military 
demonstrations, the occupation of 
Frankfort and the present in- 
vasion. ' 

Future Clouded. 

What is the. use of calculating 
upon a future, even reasonably re- 
mote, in which real order and bu3i- 
ness stability will arrive, if one 
nation deliberately adopts a policy 
which insures ever-recurring crises 
and periodical resort to military 
force, or at the least to the threat 
of military operations, which is 
Only a little less disturbing to 
world markets?

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The Making of Paper

Although as an*introductory fea- 
ture to any series of articles on 
paper making some historical mat- 
ter can hardly be avoided, it may 
be weil to limit this to the history 
of the industry in America, and 
what will. here be presented will 
necessarily be brief.

About the eighth century the Sar- 
cens brought this paper to Burope. 
where in Spain the industry got 
started and became so well estab- 
lished that for the next two hun- 
dred years Spanish paper gained a 
just and lasting fame. 

Gradually the industry spread and 
became established in France, Italy, 
Austria and Germany, and by the 
fourteenth century it was on a 
solid foundation. The two coun- 
tries that were later,to become 
famous as great Paper, manufactur- 
ing centers—England and Holland— 
were slow in getting into the in- 
dustry. As late as 1690 England 
had but a small paper making in- 
terest and it was only a few years 
prior to that date that Holland had 
established its first paper mill. 

It was in this year, 1690, that the 
first paper mill was’ started in 
America. Before that time our 
early settlers seem to have had their 
hands full with other matters. There 
were the vital necessities of life to 
be produced, ood, clothing and 
shelter absorbed their energies. 
NewspDapérs were unknown then and 
books were scarce, and their needs 
in this line were supplied from the 
old world. 

Feoandation of the Industry. 


Regarding the establishing of the 
first paper mill in America, the 
birth of the great industry which 
was to grow to proportions un- 
dreamed of by those who gave it 
life, Lyman Horace Weeks, the 
noted historian of industrial enter- 
prises, vente 

“The actual beginning of this new 
enterprise in Philadelphia was in 
September, 1690, when Robert Tur- 
ner, William Bradford, Thomas 
Trease arid William Rittenhouse en- 
tered into an agreement with Sam- 
uel Carpenter for the lease of a 
tract of land of twenty acres on the 
banks of the Wiisahickén creek for 
a site. The mill was built the same 
year, but the title to the land was 
not passed until February 12, 1706, 
by which time William Rittenhouse 
had become sole owner. By the 
terms of the lease, for nine hundred 
and ninety years from September 29, 
1690, an annual rental of five shill- 
ings sterling money of England was 
to be paid. The mill st#od in a Tit~ 
tle ravine on the banks of a stream, 
called Paper-Mill Run, that emptied 
into the Wissahickon creek, through 
Germantown, now a part of the city 
“of Philadelphia, about two miles 
above the junction of the Wissahick- 
on with the Schuylkill river.” 

That paragraph is worthy of a 
place in every institution of learn- 
ing and in every establishment of 
any kind in America that handles 
or uses paper in any form or man- 
ner. It tells of the laying of the 
foundation stone of the industry. 

By the terms of the lease meén- 
tioned it would seem that the’ found- 
ers of the industry had a vision 
that was almost prophetic—at least, 
they had a large idea of the length 


of time the industry was to endure.

Is It Low Prices, 
A Farmers’ Strike, 
Or Over-Supply ? 


Larger stocks of grain were held 
on farms March 1 this year than on 
that date in any other year in his- 
tory. Wheat was the only excep- 
tion, the holdings in 1916, the year 
following the only biiiion bushel 
crop, having exceeded this year’s 
holdings by 37,000,000 bushels. 

Almost half of the country’s rec- 
ord corn crop of last year remained 
on farms March 1, more than a 
quarter of the wheat crop and al- 
almost half of the large crop of 
oats, according to the department 
of agriculture’s estimates announced 
Wednesday. 

The iarge crops of last year and 
decreased grain prices are believed 
to be largely responsible for the 
heavier holdings of farmers. Hold- 
ings of corn were more than a half 
a billion bushels iarger than a year 
ago, while wheat holdings were 
about 43,000,000 bushels more. 

Iowa, premier corn state, had 100,- 
000,000 bushels more corn on its 
farms than on March 1, 1920, and 
Illinois had 40,000,000 bushels more 
than a year ago, while Nebraska's 
holdings exceeded last year’s by 87,- 
000,000 bushels. : 

With these exceptions the prin- 
cipal wheat producing states were 
holding larger stocks on farms than 
a year ago. Farm holdings of Kan- 
sas were largest, being about 8,000,- 
000 bushels more than a year ago, 
Nebraska's holdings were second 
largest and were more than 5,000- 
000 bushels larger than last year, 
while North Dakota’s stocks were 
third largest, about 4,500,000 bush- 
els greater than last year. 


And It’s Better Credit. 


Tt is*relilably estimated that not 
one-half of all open accounts are 
met in exact agreement with sales 
terms. The practice, therefore, of 
drawing a trade acceptance to run 
for 45 to 60 days where previous 
open account sales terms have oeen 
quoted as 30 days is not subject to 
criticism, as such open accounts 
were seldom settled within\I5 to 30 
days beyond their due date.

BIG WASTE PAPER 
INDUSTRY GROWING 


Millions of Dollars Rep- 
resented in Trade That 
Most People Do Not 
Know Exists. 


BY EUGENE G. MOZLEY, 
Atlunta Manager I. V. Sutphin Com- 
pany.

Waste places of the earth to 
Waste; it is all about us—waste that 
is prodigal, unnecessary and avoid- 
able, And with probably no other 
cOmmodity are we as wasteful as 
we @re with paper. There is no way 
of arriving at even approximate fig- 
ures on the millions of dollars worth 
Of good paper that Is wasted each 
year by Americans, but we khow 
that by wasting our waste paper we 
created a market for foreign trad- 
ers in this iine, and we paid them 
over $8,000,000 in real money last 
ye@r for that which, as a whole, we 
were too thriftiess to save. 

tiere’s a typical case. Last year a 
representative of our house siopped 
off at Columbia, S.-C., to talk with 
the owner of a large business whose 
daily waste In waste paper was a 
shame. On the way from the hotel 
to the plant he passed the entrance 
to the yard at the rear. A large 
pile of refuse and waste paper was 
being burned by an old colored man. 
When asked how often he had such 
“a bonfire the old man replied “I 
burns "bout this much ever mawn- 
ing, captain.” 

When our representative was ush- 
ered into the owner's office, and be- 
fOre stating his business, he said: 
“I hope you will pardon what may 
seem an intrusion on your private 
affairs, but in these days of high 
Pay and poor service on the part 
of s0 many employees, I cannot re- 
frain from telling you that one of 
your employees who I found reck- 
lessly destroying some of your prop- 
erty just now, told me that he was 
in the habit of doing it every morn- 
ing.” - 

“No intrusion at all, sir; on the 
contrary, a favor; tell me where,”’ 
said the owner of the plant. 

“Come with me a minute and I?ll 
show you,” was the reply. 

“Your man has burned over $5 
worth of waste paper in this little 
fire,” said our representative when 
they had arrived at the smoulder- 
ing ash heap, “If he does this every 
morning, he is burning up the in- 
terest on $20,000 capital.” 

In less than ten minutes we had 
a contract for this waste material, 
although this same man had previ- 
ousty thought so little of our let- 
ters of inquiry regarding his waste 
paper that he had thrown them in 
his “‘waste” basket. 

Conditions Rapidly Changing. 

Although this incident occurred 
last year, when the prices of waste 
pap®? were at their peak, neverthe- 
less, this kind of destruction of 
property is being repeated in count- 
less instances all over the country 
every business day of the year. 

Gradually, however, the situation 
is changing. Only a few years ago 
we never thought of matters of this 
kind except when the rag man came 
down the alley loudly advertising 
himself as he came. Today there 
are immense businesses being con- 
ducted on highly scientific lines that 
have for their sole object the gath- 
ering of waste materials from the 
highways and byways-of the earth 
and turning them back into chan- 
nels of trade that support highly 
productive industries. 

In this connection-it may be etat- 
ed that educationally we are reach- 
ing out more each day for the prac- 
tical things of life. The great diver- 
sification and specialization in busi- 
ness leads us more intensely along 


the lines of our own affairs, with 


the result that many industries have 


‘grown up in our. very midst with 


which we are totally unfamiliar. 
The younger generation particularly 
is seeking, with increasing interest, 
information regarding our. indus- 
trial enterprises and what they 
stand for. Some few details of the 
waste paper business may be worth 
a passing mention at this time. 

Our own business is typical. A 
truck-load of great bales of waste 
paper means, to the average passer- 
by, nothing but a truck-load of 
trash. To those of us in the busi- 
ness it means much more. Received 
at our plant, elevated to our top 
floor and spread out in a vast pile. 
it is trash indeed. With the aid of 
special machinery, patent conveyors, 
a gravity system and handled by 
expert sorters, it soon begins to 
take on commercial aspects, as or- 
der comes out of its original chaos. 
Fror@eone floor to another it passes 
thro &h schutes and drops, built es- 
pecijjly for the purpose, until it is 
rea ge for the tremendous presses 
thav bale it for shipment, graded 
into twenty-four distinct ciassifica- 
tions, and ready for the cars that 
are backed into the plant where the 
joading is done. 

Over 75 per cent goes to the mak- 
ing of craft, box board and kindred 
lines: the balance is used for the 
production of writing and ledger 
paper and magazine stock, all to 
return some day in different form— 
probably to the very home from 
which it set out upon its journey to- 
wards rejuvenation—from paper 
mills in Michigan, Indiana, Ohio, 
Tennessee and Georgia. 

Large Local investment. 

It may also be of interest to At- 
lantans to know that the purchase, 
gathering, classifying and preparing 
for shipment of this waste paper 
necessitates the maintenance in At- 
Janta of a four-story plant with over 
45,000 square feet of floor space, and 
last year involved an expenditure of 
over $350,000. The Atlanta plant is 
but one of eight in the United States 
under the same management, with 
over half a million dollars invested 
in the enterprise. Our normal ship- 
ment averages three cars a day from 
this plant. It ought to be many 
times that, and it would be if the 
principles of thrift wege more uni- 
versally established in’ the homes. 

Some of the schools in Atlanta 
have been doing good work in con- 
nection with our year ‘round waste 
naper service. Children have been 
urged to bring all the old papers 
and magazines they could gather up, 
to the schoo) where they have heen 
piled tn a convenient place and 
periodically carted away by our 
trucks. Many tons of waste paper 
turned 
naeck into use, and many hundreds 
af Aollars have been raised for the

Operating CoSts 
Run High Here? 


Figures on the cost of operating 
retail grocery stores have been 
compiled by the Pacific Railways 
Advertising company of Los An- 
geles. They are very interesting in 
many ways. 

Atlanta retail grocers might com- 
pare their costs with those shown 
in the statement and find go0oa 
“fooi for thought.” One striking 
fact brought out is the low cost of 
advertising, which is only about 
four-tenths of one per cent. The 
average retail store figures on ap- 
proximately two per cent of gross 
sales for advertising. The bad debt 
cost is also low, being less than 
one-half of one per cent. 

All the items are interesting and 
according to this company’s figures, 
based on reports from various parts 
of the country, the average operat- 
ing expense of retail grocery stores 
for 1918-19 was 17.91 per cent. This 
expense was divided as follows:

The New Jersey court has said 
that proof that a deceased workman 
gave his earnings to his father up 
to and prior to the time of his 
death, and that the father had no 
other means of support or income, 
was sufficient to justify a finding 
that the father was a dependent of 
the son. 

In Ohio, it was held that an inva- 
lid father was wholly dependent up- 
on the earnings of his son. It had 
been held in a number of cases that 
a father may be found to have been 
dependent upon a deceased son but 
that such findings cannot be made 
as a matter of law, but must de- 
pend upon the facts in each case. 
The mere fact that there was a mor- 
al obligation to support, or that the 
deceased intended to furnish sup- 
port shortly, is not sufficient estab- 
lishment of dependency. 


and must have been relied upon 
to contribute toward the support of 
the person claiming such depend- 
ency. 

In other cases it has been held 
that a showing of the fact that the 
father received money from the de- 
ceased son and spent it is not suf- 
ficient to establish dependency. This 
is a point worth remembering. If 
such money, when received, was used 
for purposes other than buying the 
necessaries of life or in the actual 
support of the father, no depend- 
ency has been established. And

in a Massachusetts case it was 
— that where a minor son con- 
ributes all of his earnings to his 
father that the extent of his fath- 
er’s dependency jis not @iminished 
by the fact that the father pays for 
support. In other 
words, the @émployer fs not entitled 
to deduct the amount of the son’s 
support from the amount of wages 
contributed to the father. This rule, 
doubtless, would be the exact op- 
posite where the gon was not a 
minor, and, indeed, it has been s80 
held in a number of instances. 

In an English case, it was shown 
that a minor son contributed his 
wages to his father, but that the 
wages were no more than the vatue 
of the son‘’s support, and that in ad- 
dition the son rendered services “4 
his father in»his spare time which 
had some Value. The court held that 
the value of such services should 
be taken into consideration, togeth- 
er with the cost of his maintenance. 

It has also been held in an Eng- 
lish case that oné cannot be deemed 
the dependent of an illegitimate son 
of the wife. It was shown that the 
claimant had married the mother 
of an illegitimate son, he not be- 
ing the putative father, and that all 
three had lived together, the son 
contributing his wages toward the 
support-of the household. The court 
held that the husband was not a 
dependent within the meaning of 
the English act... A similiar ruling 
would doubtless obtain in this 
country, in the event that such a 
question should arise, 

The effect of the decisions, then, 
is to show that there is nothing to 
prevent a father of the deceased 
workman obtaining compensation as 
a dependent provided such denend- 
ency actually existed at the time of 
the accidént causing the death of 
the workman.

SHOE BUYING GETS 
GOOD SPRING START 


A spell of exceptionally warm and 
excellent weather all over the south- 
east has brought about the spring 
opening a few weeks earlier than 
usual in this section of the country. 
Though there was a slight falling 
off in retail shoe sales the last few 
days of January and the first week 
of February, the weather has stim- 
ulated early spring buying and as 
a result shoe retailers are enjoy- 
ing a larger volume of business at 
this time than they had anticipated. 
This is not only a condition existent 
in Atlanta, but over the whole south- 
east, according to the salesmen coy- 
ering the territory for various 
wholesalers and manufacturers in 
Atlanta, The biggest demand right 
now, the retailers state, seems to 
be .for brogues.

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ALCONRY, the most colorful and pictur- 

esque of al] ancient sports, is coming into 

its own again. In the Genesee Valley, New 
York State, the famous old method of hunting 
game birds and rabbits has been revived and 
the 1921 Miss America will enjoy the thrills 
that once were permitted only to queens and 
kings of earth. The feathered hunters and 
huntresses, the female of the species being the 
better, by the by, are being trained in favorite 
hunting grounds ready for the opening of the 
season. Hoods for them, the great gauntlets 
for the wrist to protect against the sharp claws 
of the bird, and bells to attach to their legs eo 
that they may be detected in the underbrush 
after they have made the kill, are already in 
demand. 

There will be danger enough in the new 
game to give the thrill to the most daring of 
the huntresses. When after pheasants and 
quail, where there is an open country in which 
to hunt, the game will be pursued on horseback. 
That is lure enough for the most venturesome 
with all the dangers of fox hunting. Properly 
attired in hunting costume, Miss America wil] 
make a most picturesque figure. 

To the girl with the gun who has hunted the 
fast-fiying partridge, the news will come with a 
feeling of guilty satisfaction prompted by the 
spirit of revenge. Once again she will visu- 
alize the hunt; the difficult climb up the jagged 


. slopes of the mountains or the tiresome plod- 


ding through the heavy swamp lands, only to 
feel the bitter disappointment of the empty 
bag when Miss Partridge, seemingly miracu- 
lously, flies through the cloud of No. & shot and 
safely descends two hundred yards away just 
beyond the bit of impassable mire. It did seem 


as if the bird couldn’t be missed when the firing 
pin fell, as the partridge, startled from its feed 
of wintergreen berries, emerged from the pro- 
tective umbrageousness of a great hemlock into 
the opening above. It seemed sure that the bag 
would be made when the second barrel, ‘the 
choke, sent another rain of leaden pellets on 
the bird’s air track. 

But the brown target had been missed and 
the fair huntress, her pretty cheeks flaming, bit 
her lips in chagrin, blew savagely through the 
open breech before she inserted two more shells, 
and exclaimed: 

“Fiddlesticks! What a shot and what sa 
miss! If I only could fly after those provok- 
ing birds!” 

Now Miss America will have her wish, fig- 
uratively speaking. 

When she enters the woods for the 1921 hunt 
she'll have no heavy gun wearily to drag across 
ubiquitous boulder when the setting of the sun 
releases the chilling dews of night upon the sere 
leaves. And when the bird whirrs on, or past 
or over, in that inconsistent way the partridge 
has in its instinct of protection, there'll be no 
cloud of shot to whistle after it and to awaken 
the echoes of the sleeping woods. In her hand, 
instead of the gun, she'll carry a hooded com- 
panion, with blinking eyes in the scowling 
features that the sack keeps covered until] his 
hunting abilities are needed. Then— 

Whirtr-r-r-r! gn 

“There he goes!” 

Lightning-like she slips the hood off and 
after the speeding bird goes the trained falcon. 
The, partridge, terror-stricken at the appear- 
ance of its ancient enemy, adds speed to its 
mighty wings. But soon just above it the falcon 
is flying and, as the shadows of the two mingle 
on the ground, the dread “stoop” occurs and the 
partridge, clawed to the vitals, crumples and 
crashes to the earth among the wintergreen 
leaves. 

The revival of the sport of ancient and 
mediaeval timés, the diversion, some assert, 


‘ 


that amused the Amazons of Scythfa, who 
fought against the hosts of Cyrus, which was 
revived by the Crusaders «upon their return 
from invasion of the Holy Lands, is arousing 
enthusiasm among sportswomen of the country. 
They declare that it is a safer and a cleaner 
sport than gunning. They say that the hunted 
bird has a better chance to escape through its 
own natural prowess than from the swarm of 
shot which issues from the fowling piece. And 
there won’t be any wounded birds to flutter off 
and die a painful death. Nor will there be the 
mournful task of carrying out of the woods on 
a stretcher fashioned from cedar bows the still 
and ghastly figure of him who stumbled or got 
into the line of another’s gun. 

The nomenclature once uttered by royal lips, 
after the art which for years supplied the peas- 
antry with food before guns were used had been 
confiscated by the “blue blood” of the land, is 
again heard on falcon farms where the birds 
are being raised and trained. They speak of 
the “coverts” and the “lore” and the “pounces” 
and the “gorge” to the confusion of those not 


- informed. 


The falcon taken from the nest and trained 
before it has really learned to fly is called the 
“eyess.” The “brancher” is the bird which is 
captured soon after it had been taught to fly 
by its mother; “passagers” are those trapped 
in the autumn migration, and the experienced 
bird is the “haggard.” . 

The training is very interesting. The bird 
is taught first to be unafraid of its human com- 
panion. The art of pursuing the game and 
beating it to the ground and keeping it there 
for the master is perfected by cleverly improv- 
ing on the natural endowments of the birds. 
They are taught to get their prey through the 
use of live pigeons as “bait.” They are given 
encouragement by releasing for their practice 
young pigeons that will make easy marks for 
them; they-are taught -perseverance releas- 
ing skilful old pigeons who are too clever for 
them. 

How excellent the falcon is as a hunter may 
be judged from the records of the “Old Hawk- 
ing Club,” formed in England in 1864, which 
recorded that between Aug. 12 and Sept. 14 of 
that year one of its prize birds killed 57 grouse, 
76 partridge, five pheasants, five other game 
birds and three hares. The falcon that did this 
was a “haggard.”

Ocean Tides 


BY FLETCHER ALLEN. 
London, March 12.—(Special.)— 
England has only a small propor- 
tion of the world’s reserve of coal. 


Her superiority in coal production 
may pass from her in a few years. 
But government experts and engi- 
neers have now devised a scheme 
which will harness the Atlantic 
tides and provide sufficient power 
to run practically all the industrial 
centers of the south of England at 
a phenomenally small cost. 

It is to be done by throwing a 
dam or barrage across the great 
estuary of the Severn, about one 
hundred miles distant from London 
and seventy miles from Birming- 
ham, and making the tides perform 
some useful industrial office, Such 
a scheme, when it is in full work- 
ing order will, it is estimated, save 
England about four million tons of 
coal per annum, and provide elec- 
tric power at the rate of less than 


one cent per unit. 

The main features of the plans 
of the ministry of transport are: 

A concrete dam _é across the 
Severn estuary containing turbines 
driven by impounded tidal water, 
and designed to provide 500,000 
horsepower in a ten-hour day. 

A salt water lake at a high ele- 
vation to which water would be 
forced through a tunnel forty feet 
in diameter cut through a_ solid 
mile of rock. This lake would be 
filled by pumps worked from the 
estuary dam during the high tides 
when there was a reserve of power, 
so that when tides were not s0 
high, or the dam turbines not work- 
ing, the fall of water from the res- 
ervoir would work subsidiary tur- 
bines and keep the power supply 
constant. 

A level road across the Severn 
which will save transports a fifty- 
mile detour for all traffic eastwards 
of Bristol] and Newport. 

Facilities for the quadruplication 
of railway lines between South 
Wales and the west of England. 

A Idcked basin of 27 square miles 
for shipping purposes on the upper 
Severn, accommodating the largest 
ships. 

The originators of the scheme 
are three distinguished engineers 
in the service of the minisiry of 
transport, Sir Alexander Gibb, 
whose firm built the famous dock- 
vard at Rosyth; J. Ferguson and 
T. R. Menzies, although about two 
years ago a similar proposal was 
urged by independent engineers to 
the board o! trade.

The two years of the crown 
prince's imprisonment on the dole- 
ful little Dutch island of Wieringen 
has tended to make him more 
thoughtful and to realizé more 
fully his exact position. 

An incident shows how careless 
and haphazard were his ways, to an 
extent unbelievable in a man of his 
training and position. In the eve- 
ning of his arrival in Holland he 
drove up to the house allotted him 
by the Dutch government as a resi- 
dence in a cab hired from the near- 
est livery stable. The night was 
stormy and he and his companions 
were apparently bewildered and 
tired. At any rate so forgetful was 
he of everything left in his charge 
that he scrambled out of the cab,

With Germany. 
Prince Henry of Prussia, the ex- 


kaiser’s brother, is perhaps the one 


whose visits are most eagerly 
awaited. He comes with great reg- 
ularity, though his stay is usually 
brief. With him, more than with 
any other, the ex-kaiser enjoys long 
and intimate conversations; there 
is no one closely associated -with 
him who cah keep him so well in- 
formed of the “temperature” of 
Germany. Prince «Henry brings or 
sends all the “v latest” litera- 
ture—books, pamphlets and what- 
not—touching on the most import- 
ant and most minute developments 
in the subjects which he ‘knows 
most deeply interest the ex-kaiser 
-—-of which the two chief, I should 
say, are the Jewish movement and 
Freemasonry. 

Field Marshal von Hindenburg is 
notable among outstanding person- 
alities of the old regime for his un- 
ewerving attachment to the erxile. 
Some highly placed men of the old 
empire are “conspicuous by their 
absence”’—a matter of bitterness to 
the ex-kaiser—but to Hindenburg, so 
far as personal relations are con- 
cerned, the revolution is as if it 
had not been. He remains gravely 
deferential to “My king, my emper- 
or and my master” on his visits, 
and the ex-Kaiser naturally enjoys 
this treatment, apart from the re- 
spect with which he, in accordance 
with all who know him, regards the 
sturdy old veteran. 


As the nearest point of the Ger- 
man frontier is only about 30 miles 
away, former subjects can come to 
Doorn for a few hours, on the 
chance of catching a glimpse of the 
exile, and return on the same day. 
This is chiefly a summer excursion. 

It is not only from the fatherland 
that guests aprive. Many Dutch peo- 
ple also are pleased to visit and to 
be entertained by him. Since the

The ex-kaiser has always been 
greatly impressed by the power of 
the Roman Catholic church and, 
when a ruler, was alwdys particu- 
larly careful of the susceptibilities 
of the very numerous and very 
important section of his subjects of 
that church. But he is, of course, 
a Lutheran, and more versed in the 
doctrines of that sect than of any 
other. Thus a frequent guest at 
Doorn is a minister of the Dutch Re 
formed church who lives at Utrecht, 
and through his friendship with the 
Bentinck family came to know the 
exile very well. > 

He is a small rather bent old man, 
with patriarchal white locks and 
long snowy beard. In his capacity 
of “old friend” of the family he is 
sometimes rather critical of the do- 
ings and sayings and apparel of the 
younger generation, but notwith- 
standing this—not very unusual— 
peculiarity he is always welcome 
at Amerongen and Doorn. He is ap- 
parently never so happy as. when 
discussing religion and theology of 
the Calvinistic type with the recluse. 
One can imagine what texts for dis- 
courses they find in the mutability 
of human fortunes, the vanity of 
earthly power and the lessons of ad. 
versity. It is not surprising that 
the exile clings to the consolation 
of religion in the wreckage of his 
glory. 


Kaiser Not 


a Genius. 

Of all the tales circulated about 
the kaiser’s versatility in accom- 
plishments outside those necessary 
to a ruler, that which credits him 
with a predilection for preaching 
has the greatest semblance of truth. 
That predilection and his interest in 
religion and environwent, which—as 
{ tried to show in a former article 
—were to blame for the delusion 
that he held a specially exalted 
place, as German emperor, in the 
sight of God. ‘ 

I asked at Amerungen whether 
there was any truth in the reports 
that he had composed an opera, 
painted a picture, written a book, 
and so on, but there were laughed 
at as “canards.” He is fond of 
music and sufficiently acquainted 
with technique to be appreciative, 
but he is in no way a performer 
himself. That a painting which 
symbolized the German land of the 
white race in face of the “Yellow 
Peril” should bé attributed to him 
is not stirprising. He is still per- 
turbed by the fear of a future over- 
whelming of western civilization by 
hordes from the east, and’ often 


‘touches on the “neglected danger” 


in conversation. 

Another topic in which he is 
much interested is that of geneal- 
ogy. In fact he is not unique! His 
cult of his ancestors has almost a 
Chinese fervor, as all may judge 


scent in the female line from that 
renowned leader also, by his third 
wife, Catherine de Bourbon. The 
blood of this man—so unconvention- 
al and so unfanatical—runs in the 
veins of all the reigning families of 
pre-war Europe. Queen Victoria 
was the nearest to him of all these, 
being the ninth In descent. . My 
children—may I be permitted to 
say?—are the eleventh in direct 
descent, 

Ever since nursery days the Ben- 
tinck children, like most others, 
have made collections. The chief 
of these were coins and stamps. In 
these their guest took a lively in- 
terest, going through them with 
their owners, giving helpful advice 
and often telling them facts hither- 
to unknown to them. 


Kaiser Helps 
Fight Flood. 

He entered into the whole life of 
the castle very fully, as the fol- 
lowing little incident shows. Every 
winter the Rhine rises considerably, 
but last year the floods were worse 
than “the oldest inhabitant” could 
remember, and the whole country

low-lying country like Holland can 
realize—so every available person 
in and outs the house at Amer- 
ongen had work at the pumps 
and help to Wild up the outside 
dike (round the outer moat) with 
faggots.

Sometimes, no 
doubt from habits, he gave orders 
which—incidentally—were not al- 
ways obeyed. For weeks no one 
could go anywhere except in a 
boat, and I believe that, notwith- 
standing everyone’s strenuous ef- 
forts, some water did penetrate the 
lower part of the castle. 

In the household of Count Charles 
Bentinck at Zuviestein there has 
iived for many years a German lady 
who has become a cherished friend. 
She fully typifies one’s idea of a 
réal German woman, delighting as 
she does in all household matters 
and specializing in the care of the 
poor, the linen and the kitchen. To 
all her friends she is known as 
“Lydia;” and “die liebe Lydia” has 
become quite a catchword in the 
ex-imperial circle.

the ex-kaiser always asks when he 
visits Zuylestein. Very often the 
ex-empress invites her to Doorn, 
wheré together they work for Ger- 
man poor, and doubtless send many 
gifts of food and clothing to the 
children in the most hard-hit areas 
of Germany. 

To this lady, who has not lived 
in Germany for at least 35 years, 
the chief horror of the war has been 
the misery it has brought in jts 
train, and here again she cannot un- 
derstand how her own people could 
have let the emperor go. “Wie ist 
allegs geschehen?” (How did it all 
happen?) 

And this question.she asks her- 


self again and again. 


Poor soul, she is not the only one 
to whom the events of the last six 
years have been incomprehensible. 
A sense of the mysteriousness of 
the war and its many strange de- 
velopments was ever present at 
Amerongen. 


Angels at Mons 
Is Discussed. 

One night, after dinner at Amer- 
ongen,‘ our talk turned—as it so 
often does in life, and more espe- 
cially at the present time—on 
ghosts and supernatural phenom- 
ena, and as a natural consequence 
the subject of the Angels of Mons 
was bréached. 

They asked me whether I believed 
in the story. I told them that [ 
had never met anyone who ¢€iad 
seen the vision with his own eyes, 
but that, on the other hand, I did 
not find it at all difficult to believe. 

“British people always believe in 
such things,” replied Count Ben- 
tinck’s guest laughingly, “and there 
they differ very much from the 
ferman races. Besides, it is near- 
ly always womer who give cred- 
ence to such tales, men 7r2 seldom 
affected by them.” 

“IT must say, though,” he went on, 
“that although there is nothing 
analogous to the ‘Angels of Mons’ 
story in the German army, we often 
thought we saw masses of men be- 
hind your first line troops, and 
were surprised that you did not 
follow up your advance on these oc- 
casions, feeling so sure that you had 
plenty of reserves. Oh, it was, 
taken all round, a mysterious war, 
full of happenings that mo one can 
account for or explain.” 

I said that perhaps Prussians (he 
is a Prussian) are not so open to 
supernatural influences as are 
some other peoples, although Fred- 
erick William II., maker of the al- 
liance between England, Prussia 
anti Holland about 130 years ago, 
was much inclined to the mystic 
and clairvoyant outlook on life, 
constantly having recourse to me- 
diums and such people for advice in 
political affairs. 

Then we reverted to his remark 
that it is usually only women who 
pay attention to tales of the super- 
natural. “Let me tell you of one 
man, at any rate, who had cause to 
take a ‘ghost’ seriously,” I said, and 
related the experience of a colonel 
in the British army, as recounted 
by himself, and not, I believe, yet 
published.

He 
was young, apparently, and had 
been cut off much too soon from the 
joys of life. And now he came to 
her as being the only One whom he 
sould get into communication with, 
and told her that he wanted to have 
news of his wife and of the child 
which had been born to her just 
after his death.

During the war much mystery at 
times covered the kaiser’s move- 
ments. I have read in the German

lant, ever the mainspring of grand 
plans on all fronts. 

I asked his aide-de-camp whether 
there was any truth in the story, 
widely circulated at one time, that 
other men had been dressed up like 
and been rushed about 
Europe as “decoys” to keep the 
actual whereabouts of the war lord 
a secret. 

“What things people will be 
lieve!” laughed the aide-de-camp, as 
he denied that there had even been 
uny decoys. 

Talk once turned to the ingenuity 
and daring of Captain Muller, of the 
Emden. I remarked that so famous 
had the voyage of Muller become 
that “Emden” was almost a houge- 
hold word at one time, and that 
someone had been called “the Bm- 
den” because “she was so fast and 
had never been caught yet!”

His sense of his own importance 
in the great scheme of things is 
‘uch as no reasonable person could 
have. 

But if you ask me whether he is 
mad in the sense that his dethrone- 
ment and the ruin of his empire 
have overthrown his former mental 
balance, my answer would be 
“No.” 


To picture him as manv have, 
haunted by a sense of his responsi- 
bility for the devastation and woe 
brought to the world, is wholly in- 
accurate. Apparently his conscience 
troubles him not at all. 


Has he fallen a victim to religious 
melancholy, has he lost ais grip on 
financial affairs, is he a prey to 
baseless alarms about his health? 


To these questions also the answer 
definhely is “No.” 

Wilhelm has not changed. He is 
a little more subdued, a little more 
bewildered, but otherwise, just as 
‘much or just as little mad as be- 
fore the wart, when half the world 
kow-towed to his imperial majesty. 

Perhaps I should modify that last 
statement a little. 

My own impression, as a result of 
careful personal observation, is that 
he is less mad than he was before 
tho war. He is not under the ne- 
cessity of posturing as he was be- 
fore his flight to Amerongen. He 
has had many chastening exper- 
fences. Social intercourse with 
people who respected him but were 
not in awe of him, has also done 
much to stabilize his erratic ten- 
fencies. No longer does he talk 
down. from the dizzy heights of an 
imperial throne. Now he is listen- 
ed to like any other ordinary mor- 
tal, without undue deference being 
paid to his still subMme egotism. 
Now, too, he can hear other peo- 
ple’s views on current affairs with- 
out such views being specially doc- 
tored for his benefit. It is true that 
General von Goutard, his left-hand 
attendant, belongs to the old Prus- 
sian type of soldier and courtier, 
but his right-hand man, Captain vou 
Ulsem.nn, is young, unversed in pol- 
itics, and represents tne younger 
German generation, facing facts as 
chey are rather than dwelling in the 
good old days that have gone for- 
ever. His candor and common-sense 
views at first momentarily startled 
the ex-kaiser, but he has responded 
skillfully 
a new viewpoint. 

Is Still 
the Emperor. 

In watching the ex-kaiser, in list- 
ening to him, there is one emotion 
which never suggests ftself. No one 
would think of pitying the exile. 
You cannot pity a self-complacent 
man, and Wilhelm is all of that. 

But on the other hand, one can- 
not help realizing that this little 
gray figure of a man, swollen with 
selfoonceit and egotism as he is, 
is still omiy the product of his en- 
vironment. He typifies a phase of 
the world’s progress. He stands 
like a human totem-pole to mark 
the highest point reached by bar- 


in readjusting himself to 


barism in the progress of civiliza- 
tion. His importance as an individ- 
ual is due wholly to the fact that 
he is a symbol. 

Germany adopted as her motto, 
“Might Makes Right,” and Wilheim 
typifies the ideal of hig nation. 

Even the allies encouraged his 
delusions of grandeur and power. 

President Wilson thundered, “No 
peace with the Hohenzollerns.” Al- 
lied statesmen demanded his im- 
yeachment and trial as the arch- 
criminal of all time. Was it not 
natural for Wilhelm to say to him- 
self: 

“It is I before whom the nations 
tremble. It it my power they fear. 
Great indeed is the house of Ho- 
henzollern and the greatest of all 
3 Wilhelm IL. its titular head.” 

A greater man than Wilhelm 
would be crushed under a sense of 
the enormity of the sorrow and suf- 
‘ering that his mad acts have 
brought upon the world. But there 
is no repentance in the heart of 
Withelm Hohenzollern, for he is not 
conscious that he has committed 
any wrong. | 

Today as you read these words 
12 sits in his royal chateau at 
Doorn, surrounded by priceless 
works of art, flattered still by the 
sycophants, who flock to that Mecca 
of the faithful, pampercd with every 
luxury that his greet wealth can 
supply—he sits there and waits. 
For what? 

As he stares into the embers of 
the grate what castles in Spain doos 
he build oat of the red coals? Ig he 
dreaming only of the past? Or is 
his still alert brain plotting ahead 

») the day which he firmly believes 
will come—and come soon—the day 
when Germany once more will be 
ruled by a Hohengollern? He does 
not talk of his hopes or plans, but 
those who know him best are con- 
vinced that what money can do 
and what influence can accomplish 
s being directed silently but per- 
sistently toward the overthrow of 
the German republic and the restor- 
ation of the monarchy. 

And meanwhile the exile, pomp- 
ous, self-complacent, untovched by 
remorse, waits, 2s an .actor walts 
in the wings, for the call of his 
seloved fatherland.
